COUNTY JAIL CELLS
NOT HIT FOR USE

80 BAY THE HEALTH OFFICER
AND PLUMBING INSPECTOR.

Their Report on the Unsanitary Con-
dition of the Local Prison Was to
Have Been Presented to the Board
of Health, but There Was No Meet-
ing Held—Fault Found with the
Whole System of Plumbing—New
Death Certificates Needed—8Sacre-
tary and Food Inspector's Reports.

Plumbing Inspector O'Malley and
Health Offlcer Allen, In a report swhich
they had ready to be presented ag
last night's meeting of the bonrd of
trade, but which was not presented,
owing to the abeence of Doctors Roye
nolds and Rodham and President
George Horn, condemn the prison cells
in the county jall as being unfit for
vecupancy and otherwise find serlous
fault with the sanitary arrangements
of that institution,

It will be remembered that at the last
moeeting of the board the plumbing In-
spector and health oMear were direct-
ed to Ingpect the plumbing at the
county Jall and to recommend to the
county commissioners the necessary
improvements that should be made.

The report gives s technical and
thoroughly complete description of all
the defeets found In the plumbing,
which must be In a wery bad condl-
tion, according to thelr report. The
Individual closets (n each cell are con-
demned  for  several reawons, The
Valves in muany instances are Inopera-
tlve and the water suapply plpes are
g crowded that there s not enough
of u supply to properly flush the clos-
ete. In some cases the clean-outs are
removed, leaving apertures four In-
thes across through which sewer gas
eseupes,

The closet on the ground tHoor s
directly opposite the cell ventlinror
and the foul alr from It accordingly
parses over Lthe beds of the prisoners
pecupying the eells. The ventilators
used for changing, the alre In the cells
wore found (o be useless, owing to the
fact that they are choked with refuse.
In reference to the general condition
of the bullding the report says:
“Speaking from o general and from a
sanitary standpoint we would condemn
as unfit for occupancy all of the prison
cells in their present condithon.”™

They recommended that the whole
system of plumbing in the bullding be
overkauled and remodelad. This will
mean n great expense, but it 18 o nec-
CHEArY eXDpensge,

NEW DEATH CERTIFICATES.

Dr. Allen's report also dealt with
some telte gubjects, among them be-
Ing the necessity of adopting a new
form of death certificate to replace
those now In use, Negarding this he
gayvs: T would respectfully suggest
that the form «f physictan's certilicate
of death be changed by prefixing the
stntement of the phyuicinn signiug it
by a clause stating that Lie or she had
personelly attended the deceased - in
hig or her last iliness and by wdding
a clause forbidding W cottificate based
upon post mortem views of a dead
body and statemoents of so-called heal-
era not legally yualifled o practice
medicine

In many other cltiea It Is rogqulred
that the physician making out the cer.
tificate shall have attended the de-
consed  twenty-four honrs prior 1o
death. The doctor nlso calla attention
to the neeessity of naving some method
uf  collecting garbage. “There are
liarge rmantities of offensive matter
depusited in vacant lots in the city,™
=ave he, “regardleas ineatin o
aurroundings. This l¢ dongs by peaple—
otherwise respeciable perhigs-—at
night and there I3 no way of pre-
venting It until a proper system of
collecting garbage hag heen put in
force,”

STREETS ARE NOW
MUCH CLEANER

SYSTEM UBED BY COMMIS.
SIONER THOMAS.

The Paved BStreets Are Flushed at
Regular Intervals and the Block
System of Cleaning Has Also Been
Adopted—A Certain Number of
Blocks Are Apportioned to Each
Oleaner—Result of the System Is
That the Paved Streets Are Kept
Comparatively Clean.

Street Commissloner Roland Thomas
has now .ﬂl his system of cleaning the
clty’s paved streets In complete work-
Ing orvder, and the neat appearance of
the asxphalt puve during the past week
or so has bren favorably commented
upon by many who a few weeks ago
could not find adjectives strong enouih
to qualify thelr opinions on the then
dirty ocondition of the streets,

The streets are now cleaned by both
fluehing and by the hand brush. There
are two street Aushing gangs who are
busy each and every night in the woeek.
The streets In the central city and
on the “hil" distrlet are flushed at
least four and sometimes five times
a week, The Green Ridge pavemenis
and Washington avenue from the Erle
and Wyoming statlon out to Marlon
street are flushed three times a week
and the West Scranton paved strects,
both asphalt and Belglan block, wiso
get a dose of water three times o
week,

On the moming of a day on which
the streets are to be flushed in the
central clty and West SBcranton, a gang
of men s gent oul to thoroughly sweep
off all the heavy dirt, The members
of this gang are then sepurated and
each man l= given a certaln number
of blocks to sweep oft., This Is gener-
ully from four to six on the quiest
gtreote., and three on the busy thor-
oughfares, such s Lacka®anna and
Wyoming avenues, At night the flush-
Ing mting flushes the streels, the water
taking off all the fine dirt which the
brushes can not get up.

The day after the ptreets are flushed
the men who were assigned to certain
gectlons of slreels the day before take
care of these during the ontire day
ind are held mgolely responsible [or
thelr condition to the foreman. Thers
are now about thirty-five men regular-
Iy employed as street gweepers and
ten for the (wo flushing gangs.
